TOLEDO, Ohio, Nov. 5.—#)— 
Mechanics’ Educational Society of 
America officials today ordered all 
idle members of the independent 
union to return to their jobs at 
war plants in Detroit and Toledo. 

In a formal statement, George 
White, MESA national president, 
and Matthew Smith, national sec- 
retary, urged the 4,500 idle union- 
ists in Toledo and the 7,000 to 10,- 
000 striking workers in Detroit to 
return to work at starting time of 
their shifts tomorrow. 

The statement was issued early 
today after an all-night meeting 
in which Smith and Earl Streeter, 
local MESA secretary, conferred 
with Maj. Daniel L. Bolin, Army 
labor advisor, here. 

“Settlement of the Toledo strike 
has been arranged,” the statement, 
addressed to all MESA members 
said, “and as the settlement is con- 
sidered adequate by your national 
officers we therefore call on all 
members, on strike in Toledo and 
Detroit to return to their jobs 
Monday at starting time of their 
regular shifts.” 

Smith called on fellow unionists 
to “restore full production as soon 
as possible.” 

There was no indication of the 
terms of the settlement, which 
began Oct. 24 in the Electric Auto- 
Lite Co. plant and led to Army 
seizure of eight Toledo concerns 
yesterday. 

Col. Philip Faymonville, who di- 
rected the Army seizure, ordered 
all employes, regardless of their 
union affiliations, to report on reg- 
ular shifts Monday. 

“The full resources of the gov- 
ernment will be directed against 
those (employes) who fail to re- 
turn,” Col, Faymonville stated. 

Fifty-two plants in the Detroit 
and Toledo area were affected by 
the strike called in sympathy with 
350 Auto-Lite workers who pro- 
tested discharge of six fellow 
unionists.

Soviet Tanks 
In Budapest. 
Romania Says 


LONDON, Monday, Nov. 6.— 
(UP)—Moscow announced iast 
night that Russian troops, hurling 
back enemy counterattacks, had 
driven to within four and one-half 
miles of Budapest, while the Ro- 
manian radio said that Soviet 
tanks had crashed on through en- 
emy defenses to break into the 
streets of the Hungarian capital. 

The Budapest radio -reported 
that the imperiled city was under 
“heaviest artillery fire.” 

Moscow did not confirm the re- 
port that Russian armored units 
had broken into the city streets on 
the east bank of the Danube river, 
byt did disclose that the onrushing 
Soviets had captured several stra- 
tegic localities in the area of the 
capital. 

Among these was Taksony, on 
the Danube’s east bank five and 
one-half miles south of the capital. 

Between the Tisza and the Dan- 
ube rivers the Russians also cap- 
tured more than 3,000 German and 
Hungarian troops, bringing their 
total to more than 10,500 Moscow 
said. 

The Bucharest radio—whose re- 
ports bore considerable authen- 
ticity since Romanian troops are 
fighting side by side with the cus- 
sians—said that German and Hun- 
garian troops were being concen- 
trated in Buda, on the western 
bank of the Danube. 

This report possibly indicated 
that the Germans and Hungarians 
were evacuating the eastern half 
of Pest and emphasizing the criti- 
cal military situation, the Buda- 
pest radio broadcast a frantic or- 
der for the mobilization of all 
transport. 

The broadcast ordered all motor 
vehicles inside the capital regard- 
less of type or ownership to be 
assembled at designated points in 
running order within an hour aft- 
er the broadcast. 

At the same time, the Free Hun- 
garian radio, broadcasting “strike 
now” instructions of Hungarian 
Partisans, urged them to barricade 
escape roads from the city which 
the Germans might use in aban- 
oonment of the city, guarding the 
approaches to Adolf Hitler’s Reich.

For Peace Table 
Seat Hard Hit 


LONDON, Nov. 5.—(A’)—Lord 
Robert G. Vansittart, who advo- 
cates a hard peace for Germany, 
said today in an interview there 
would be no peace conference 
seats for neutral nations—not even 
those whose neutrality was beyond 
question. .

Erased, Says German 
WITH THE U. S. FORCES IN 
HOLLAND, Nov. 5.—(UP)— 


Eighty per cent of the vital Rhine- 
land communications center of 
Cologne was destroyed. by Allied 
bombers up to October 23, and the 
remaining population is sunk in 
misery, a young German who vis- 
ited the city from’ October 17 to 
23 reported today. 

Since then, British and Ameri- 
can planes have dropped 11,500 
tons of bombs on Cologne in their 
campaign to destroy the city com- 
pletely. 

The informant, a 24-year-old 
German, said that between 300,000 
and 400,000 civilians—most of 
them Italian, Russian and French 
slave labor—remain in the city, 
dwelling in cellars and wooden 
shacks outside Cologne.

Atlanta bike tourists have not decreased in number since the 
war although their peacetime membership was largely boys, youth 
hostel member said here yesterday. 


They notice-a slight increase in 
the cost of trips, but hostels con- 
tinue to furnish rooms for 25 cents 
a night plus a minimum utility 
charge (10 cents in summer, 15 
cents.in winter). Bike riders re- 
port a demand for a “few more 
nickels” now than before the war 
because of the increased cost of

This, he continued, was true be- 
cause there are a good many CIO 
organizations in the state. 

“I think Roosevelt is going to 
carry New York, Pennsylvania, In- 
diana, Michigan, Illinois and Mis- 
souri—most of which the poll tak- 
ers put in the doubtful column,” 
said Thomas. “In my opinion, 
there’s nothing doubtful about 
them. They surely are the 
Roosevelt column. My guess is 
that the poll takers are in. the 
same fix that the Literary Digest 


poll found itself: after the 1936 


election.” 
NEW JERSEY DOUBTFUL 

The only. important eastern 
state which Thomas placed in the 
doubtful column was New Jersey. 
There, he said, a real fight was 
in progress and only a count of 
the votes would determine the re- 
sult, 

In reference to the postwar fu- 
ture of industry and labor, Thom- 
as said that he favored building 
up the industries of the south. 

“I’m particularly interested in 
keeping plants like Bell, at Mari- 
etta, running after this war. I 
think much can be done to keep 
many of them in operation in the 
production of peacetime goods. 

“T have long favored a decen- 
tralization of industry and the 
postwar period will furnish us an 
opportunity to put that idea into 
effect all over the country. In the 
south it’s important to do this. For 
under present conditions there are 
not enough industrial jobs to ab- 
sorb all workers.” 

FOR LESS U. 8. CONTROL 

Thomas said that after the war 
he favored the gradual loosening 
of all government controls. 

“In our union, for example,” he 
explained, “‘we ought to have the 
right to sit around a table for col- 
lective bargaining. We are anx- 
ious, for one thing, to extend the 
principle of arbitration. We have 
such an agreement with Ford and 
it has worked well. But we have 
no such agreement with Chrysler 
and any trouble we’ve had there 
springs out of that fact.” 

Despite all this, Thomas said 
that in his union the number of 
man-hours lost during the war has 
been less than one-tenth of one per | 
cent of the total. 

Thomas commented upon the 
trend of women employes away 
from wartime industry. 

“They don’t like the setup of 
big industry,” he said, “and I 
think the trend will continue and 
become more pronounced as we 
approach the end of the war. 
However, it’s my opinion, that if 
women want to work in industry 
they should have the same privi- 
lege as men in that respect.” 
HOUSING AND JOBS 

Asked about the outlook for 
postwar employment, Thomas said 
that in common with other union 
leaders, he was giving that ques- 
tion much study. 

“I believe that a concerted ef- 
fort to better the housing situation 
all over the United States offers 
the most constructive approach to 
that problem,” he said, 

“At present I am chairman of 
the housing committee of the CIO 
and at the next CIO meeting I’m 
going to try to put over a plan 
for getting busy on that problem. 
Better housing is sometbing that 
we need all over the country. If 
we translate that need into jobs, 


then we've made a big inroad on 
the menace of unemployment, In 
that way, we can work up to the 
60,000,000 jobs that the President 
spoke about in a recent radio ad- 
dress.” ‘

“IT been thinking out there. Every time I heard some critic 
talk about ‘that man’ I got to thinking about ‘that day.’”

This is all the more difficult to understand in view of an 
illuminating report, recently prepared by OPA Administrator 
Chester Bowles which shows that the American farmer has fared 
better during the present war than any other general economic

The report shows also that the farmer is in a much more 
profitable and sound position than he was during World War lL 
when no price controls were in effect. 


As an example, between August, 1939, and May, 1944, the ar- 
ticles which the farmer sells increased in prices by 118 per cent 
while the things he buys went up only 38 per cent. 

The contrasting picture in World War I was that the things the 
farmer sold went up 130 per cent, but on the articles he bought 
the price increased 98 per cent, or more than double the increase 
in the present war. 

Farm prices, the Bowles report shows, have increased five times 
as much as the prices of industrial items. 

Checking account balances of country banks are 199 per cent 
greater than’in 1939. ; 

Foreclosures and distress sales are at an all-time low. 

Compared with other economic groups, farm income 
182 per cent between 1939 and 1943 while corporation profits rose 
only 112 per cent, straight time hourly earnings have increased 
by 32 per cent, salaries of workers in finance and services have 
gone up 26 per cent, and the pay of workers in trade and govern- 
ment increased by only .22 per cent. 

In addition to this favorable earning position, the farmer has 
seen the value of his land increase by 36 per cent since 1939—or 
1 per cent more than the land inflation between 1914 and 1919. 

Moreover, the farmer not only enjoys a measure of prosperity 
far greater than-in World War I, but the government has

Thriving Britain 
Held Essential 
To U. 5. Peace 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(UP) 
An official British source, outlin- 
ing what he termed “America’s 
stake in British prosperity,” said 
tonight that the Only way Britain 
can continue to be of commercial 
and military value to the United 
States after the war is by the re- 
establishment of her immense ex- 
port markets. 


The source, who declined use of 
his name, said that Britain’s value 
to the United States has been 
proven during the war and he)" 
added, with regard to world se- 
curity, that it is just as important 
to this country as to Britain that 
Britain should be a prosperous, 
well populated industrial nation 
serving extensive export markets. 


“In simplest terms,” the source 
said, “the importance of Britain 
to America’s national interest is 
three-fold: (a) as a customer; (b) 
as a base for military operation 
in Europe, if they become neces- 
sary for the defense of the Unit- 
ed States, and (c) as a powerful 
military ally. 

“As a customer, Britain bought 
American exports totaling $521,- 
000,000 in 1938. In prewar years 
she was consistently the biggest 
foreign customer of the United 
States. .Britain is, in fact, so big 
a customer that economists agree 
that her purchases or lack or them 
are enough to tip the balance be- 
tween prosperity and slump in 
America. 

“As a military base, Britain is 
the only piece of land in friendly 
hands, big. enough, and within 
reach of the continent of Europe 
on which a large American force 
can assemble for launching an 
attack. 

“As a powerful military ally, 
Britain is the only country which, 
at the same time, is easily reach- 
able from the United States and 
has a world-encircling system of 
bases and defense outposts.”

Leyte Key 
Falls; 12 Jap 
Ships Bombed 


By The Associated Press. 

Elements of the American 24th 
Division have captured Pinamo- 
poan, key communications center 
on Leyte Island's northwest coast, 
and are advancing south on the 
main road toward Ormoc, Gen. 
MacArthur’s Philippines headquar- 
ters announced today. 


Adm. Nimitz announced that 
Liberator bombers attacked nine 
Japanese transports and two de- 
stroyers at Chichi Island and one 
large transport at Haha Island, in 
the Bonins, 600 miles southeast of 
Tokyo. Apparently the transports 
were attempting to reinforce a gar- 
rison in the last of the Japanese 
far western strongholds. Results 
of the bombing were not observed. 


Pinamopoan was taken after the 
24th launched a simultaneous land 
and sea assault. The town is the 
rmorthern anchor of the only high-| 
way through a narrow valley lead- 
ing toward Ormoc, 20 miles south- 
ward, 

BIG GUNS ROLL

Bug ‘Squadmen’ 
Seize 2 Stills, 
Nail Fugitive 


In making their regular Sunday 
rounds, J. D. Johnson and Roy L. 
Sawyer, members of the Fulton 
county lottery squad, destroyed 
two 500-gallon groundhog liquor 
stills, ruined nearly 1,000 gallons 
of fermented mash and beer, 
caught an escaped Fulton county 
prisoner and seized another Negro 
for possession of a quantity of un- 
taxed -whisky. 

Johnson and Sawyer, active 
against Atlanta “bug” operators, 
discovered two elaborate stills not 
more than 500 feet apart in a 
ravine on Redwine road Sunday 
afternoon. After pouring out 1,000 
gallons of mash, which was ready 


_to be distilled, they destroyed the 


stills, which they estimated had 
been running for. six or eight 
months, just four miles from East 
Point. The stills were located on 
the old Peacock place on Redwine 
road, 

On the way to the two stills, 
they stopped and picked up Frank 
Douglas, Negro, of 495 Hightower 
street, for possession of non-tax- 
paid whisky. On the return.trip, 
Johnson and Sawyer gota call to 
go to the corner of Fairlie and 
Walton streets, in the center of At- 
lanta, where they apprehended 
‘Robert Lee Grimes, Negro who es- 
caped from a Fulton prison camp 
in October, 1943. Grimes has a 
long record of crimes, running 
from burglary to assault and stab- 
bings.

NEW YORK, Friday—wWe listened to my 
husband’s speech last night, and I do feel sorry 
that he has not been able to leave Washington 
this week. Every woman knows, however, that 
the choice between first things and second 
things must be made almost daily in every- 
body’s life. If a child is sick, you subordinate 
everything else in the house to the care of the 
child. If the country is at war, there are 
bound to be a constant number of little prob- 
lems as well as big ones, but even the little 
ones may not be shirked. 

. I do not think, however, that making cam- 

| paign speeches and traveling to different places 
is time wasted. I have a feeling that every public servant should 
renew his contact with the people as often as possible when he is - 
in office, and this is doubly true when a campaign is going on. 
It is only through the actual sight and feel of the crowds that the 
man in public life really gets to know what the people who back 
him believe in. I have known men who could sit at home and 
read the newspapers from all over the country and get a fair idea 
of what men and women everywhere really wanted. I think this 
is a useful thing to do, of course, and should be cultivated. But 
nothing speaks to the heart like personal contact, and every leader 
must know the hearts of the people who follow him, as well as 
their intellectual convictions. 

A lady from California wrote me an amusing little anecdote. 
It is about her little daughter, who once fell into conversation with 
an elderly woman and made a discovery! “Know what, Mummy?” 
she caid after the conversation. “That woman isn’t grown up.” 
Rather baffled, her mother asked her how she knew, and the child 
replied: ““Cause she didn’t vote.” 

Then my correspondent went on to tell me that they make it 
a family custom to take the children with them when they go to 
the polls on election day. The children hear the political discus- 
sions on the way to the polls and back; they meet people who dif- 
fer in their political points of view, and, most important of all, 
they learn that when you are grown up, you vote—which becomes 
for them a sign of maturity. 

I think this idea of family voting experience, even when a child 
is very young, is an excellent one.

They may require some profes- 
sional advice to attain peace of 
mind and happiness, but they 
need not worry about going in- 
sane, even if they don’t get such 
psychological counsel. 

ARE YOU AFRAID? 

Literally millions of people at 
one time or another work them- 
selves up to a frenzy of worry 
about the subject of insanity. 
Then they get doubly scared lest 
their fretting about the subject 
will actually bring on insanity. 

I can relieve your apprehension 
at once on this point by saying 
that the mind is just as difficult 
to lose by worrying, as is your 
hand. 

You know very well that worry 
will not cause your hand to drop 
off. Neither will it make you lose 
your mind, so snap out of your 
doldrums. 

Many types of insanity result 
from chemical poisons and {nfec- 
tion.

Double Chin 
Corrected by 
Right Exercise

Overeating is the most popular 
way of getting a double chin, Be- 
fore you can believe it, the excess 
calorjes are converted into fat and 
there they are, under the chin! 

There’s a reason. Fat collects 
faster on the muscles that are soft- 
est. The throat column is seven- 
eighths muscle, little ones and big 
ones, and about the only exercise 
they get is in nodding “yes” to the 
question whether or not you'll 
take dessert. 

But there are other ways of ac- 
quiring spare chins, and all of 
them stem from incorrect head 
carriage. That is why so many 
thin girls have what look incon- 
gruously like double chins! 

Reading, knitting or typing, if 
done with the chin tucked under, 
is bound to promote a chin droop. 
It is the habit of holding the head 
wrong that does the damage, In 
reading, knitting, or anything of 
the kind, the book or yarn should 
be held up. A good rule is to bring 
the bottom of the book up to the 
level of the chin. It is easier on 
the eyes, too. ; 

Of course, a girl can't hold up 
the typewriter! The trick there is 
to bend forward from the hips in- 
stead of bending in sections, Try 
always to keep a nice, straight line 
from the top of the head to the 
base of the spine. It is infinitely 
less tiring and so much more beau- 
tifying. 

The ways of getting rid of a dou- 
ble chin are as infallible as those 
of getting one! Most important is 
the correction of the head carriage. 
Work on that line at the back of 
the neck to straighten it out. Make 


'a consciaus effort to pull up with 


the back of the neck as you walk 
along. The chin should be carried 
level, always. It should not be 
tucked in, or thrust out, or held up. 

Exercise does the rest. Stretch 
the neck up, head squarely on 
shoulders. Still stretching, turn 
the head slowly to look back over 
left shoulder, Do not lower the 
chin or relax the muscles of the 
throat. From that angle, tilt the 
chin upward and look at the ceil- 
ing. Slowly return to front posi- 
tion, keeping neck stretched, throat 
muscles tensed, then look over the 
right shoulder. Perform the ex- 
ercise slowly, four times. Finish 
by dashing cold water over the 
throat for a skin astringent. 

Any girl who will do this one 
exercise when she enters a #o0om, 
and will keep her calories within 
reason, can have a lovely throat- 
line until she has acquired so 
much philosophy that a double 
chin doesn’t matter.
